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Ix  the  year  1742,  some  of  the  members  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  became  dissatisfied  with  the  preaching 
of  its  pastor,  Rev.  Jeremiah  Condy.  They  felt  con- 
vinced that  he  either  did  not  know  the  truth  as  it  is  in 
Jesus,  or  that  he  failed  to  preach  it  according  to  the 
views  of  Baptists.  So  deep  were  their  convictions  on 
this  point,  that  four  of  them  addressed  to  him  the  fol- 
lowing letter. 

"  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Condy,  Minister,  and  to  the  Breth- 
ren of  the  Baptist  Church,  Boston : — 

"  We,  the  subscribers  hereunto,  having  withdrawn  for 
sometime  from  the  public  worship  and  communion  with 
the  said  Church,  do  hereby  lay  before  you  the  reasons 
why  we  absent  ourselves. 

"1.  We  have,  for  a  considerable  time,  been  dissatis- 
fied with  Mr.  Condy's  doctrine,  being,  for  our  parts,  of 
the  opinion,  from  the  many  discourses  w^hich  we  have 
heard  him  deliver  from  the  pulpit,  and  from  conversa- 
tion with  him  at  several  times,  that  he  is  what  we  call 
an  Arminian,  in  that,  as  we  apprehend,  he  holds  to 
General  Redemption,  is  a  Free-Willcr,  holds  a  Falling 
from  Grace,  and  denies  Original  Sin,  We  mean  by  his 
denying  original  sin,  that  he  softens,  moderates  and  ex- 
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plains  away  the  guilt,  malignity,  corruption  and  deprav- 
ity of  human  nature,  exactly  in  like  manner  as  the  High 
Arminian  clergy  ever  do. 

"2.  We  conceive  we  have  just  grounds  to  think  that 
he  denies  the  doctrines  of  Election  and  Predestination. 
If  Mr.  Condy  does  not  deny  these  two  last-mentioned 
doctrines,  we  freely  confess  that  we  do  not  now,  nor 
ever  did,  nor  could  understand  the  scope,  drift  or  design 
of  his  sermons,  nor  of  his  conversations,  when  we  have 
heard  him  discourse  on  those  points  of  our  faith  last 
mentioned.  And  what  further  confirms  us  in  our  appre- 
hension that  he  denies  or  does  not  hold  election,  is 
this  :  he  publicly  owned,  at  a  church  meeting,  that  he 
never  had  preached  it  and  believed  he  never  should  ;  at 
the  same  time  alleging  this  as  a  reason  for  his  conduct, 
that  if  he  should  preach  up  election,  he  should  thereby 
offend  the  greater  part  of  his  church.  This  excuse  wo 
look  upon  as  no  sufficient  reason  for  his  declining  to 
instruct  his  peoj^le  in  this  important  doctrine,  but  rather 
ought  to  have  animated  him,  if  he  believed  the  truth  of 
the  doctrine  himself,  to  set  his  church  right  in  an  article 
of  such  importance,  and  the  more  so,  if  it  was,  as  he 
suggested,  that  the  greater  part  of  his  church  would  be 
disgusted  thereat.  We  hope  we  need  not  take  up  your 
time  nor  our  own,  in  proving  to  Mr.  Condy,  or  to  you, 
that  it  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  a  faithful  minister  of 
Christ  to  declare  to  his  church  the  whole  counsel  of  God, 
be  who  will,  or  how  many  soever  offended  thereat ;  so 
that  we  are  ready  to  conclude,  as  we  but  now  hinted, 
that  Mr.  Condy  docs  not  believe  the  said  doctrine  of 
election  himself. 

"  3.  We  are  enough  dissatisfied  with  his  way  of  think- 
ing on  that  great,  that  ma&t  solemn  doctrine  of  rcgen- 
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cration ;  he  positively  denying  that  we  are  passive 
therein,  and  whenever  we  have  heard  him  discourse  on 
the  new  birth,  which  we  do  n't  remember  to  be  often, 
we  say,  to  our  apprehension,  his  sermons  or  discourses 
thereon  were  so  defective,  so  ill-grounded,  so  intermixed 
with  Arminianism,  or  man's  free  agency  and  cooperation 
therein,  and  at  all  times  so  widely  different  from  what 
our  Lord  taught  and  intended  thereby,  that  we  cannot 
avoid  questioning,  in  our  own  minds,  whether  he  has 
ever  experienced  the  saving  operation  of  that  most  im- 
portant doctrine  in  his  own  soul. 

"  4.  We  were  sufficiently  affrighted  at  a  declaration  of 
Mr.  Condy,  in  one  of  his  sermons,  wherein  he  affirmed 
that  Christians  cannot  know  or  distinguish  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  their  souls,  from  the  ope- 
ration of  their  own  minds.  This  assertion  we  look  upon 
to  be  of  the  most  dangerous  tendency, — a  striking  at  the 
root  and  main  evidence  of  the  Christian's  consolation 
and  hope, — a  rending  of  foundations, — a  miserable  affront 
to  a  great  number  of  texts  in  God's  Word.  And  were  there 
any  truth  in  this  presumptuous  assertion  of  Mr.  Condy's, 
would  it  not  make  St.  Paul  himself  a  downright  vision- 
ary and  enthusiast,  for  affirming  to  the  Christians  of  his 
time  that  the  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our 
spirits  that  we  arc  the  children  of  God  ?  In  a  w^ord,  we 
look  upon  this  assertion  which  we  complain  of,  to  be  a 
direct  inlet  or  introduction  to  Deism  and  Infidelity, 
though  by  no  means  do  we  think  that  i\Ir.  Condy  intro- 
duced it  among  us  with  that  view. 

""Wliat  is  above-mentioned,  which,  for  method's  sake, 
you  observe  to  be  reduced  under  respective  heads,  is, 
upon   the   whole,   the   substance   of  what  administered 
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occasion  for   our  uneasiness   and   ^vithdra^val   from  Mr. 
Condy's  ministry. 

"  Your  ease  and  contcntedness  under  Mr.  Condy's 
preaching,  your  acquiescence  in,  and  attachment  to,  his 
doctrines,  must  necessarily  oblige  us  to  conclude,  that 
either  yourselves  are  of  the  same  way  of  thinking  with 
him,  or  that  for  your  parts  you  never  observed  that  he 
preached  in  such  a  delinquent  manner  as  we  have  now 
suggested,  or  else  that  the  above  exceptions  on  which 
we  ground  our  uneasiness  and  separation,  are  of  so 
trivial  a  nature,  and  so  inconsiderable,  as  not  to  merit 
your  attention,  or  our  separation. 

"  We  proceed,  purposing  to  be  as  brief  as  is  consist- 
ent with  the  weight  of  this  affair,  and  our  being  rightly 
understood.  What  we  have  further  to  observe,  we  shall 
sum  up  as  followcth,  and  which  we  desire  you  will  be 
pleased  to  attend  to. 

"  If  you  are,  as  some  of  you  have  often  declared,  de- 
sirous of  our  return  to  our  i)laces  in  the  Church,  we  do 
then  humbly,  and  in  Christian  meekness,  and  in  all  sim- 
plicity of  soul,  request  of  Mr.  Condy  and  you,  the  breth- 
ren of  the  Church,  for  Christ's  sake,  for  the  sake  of  the 
Baptist  Church,  and  for  our  sakes,  to  draw  up  a  Dec- 
laration of  your  Faith  as  to  these  following  articles  : — 

"  1.  Eternal  Election; 
»  "  2.   Original  Sin; 

"3.  Grace  in  Conversion  ; 

*'  4.  Justification  by  Faith  ; 

"  5.  The  Saints'  Perseverance. 

"  These  we  take  to  be  main,  essential  points.  These 
are  the  good  old  Protestant  doctrines,  taught  and  re- 
corded in  the  articles  of  the  Church  of  England,  which 
our  first  reformers  from   Popery  contended  so  earnestly 
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for  against  their  implacable,  bloody  adversaries,  the  Pa- 
pists, and  the  popishlj'-afFected  English  clergy  of  their 
times.  As  to  other  articles  of  less  consequence,  if  we  are 
not  all  exactly  like-minded,  we  shall  waive  such  inferior 
points,  and  not  make  a  separation  for  matters  of  small 
moment.  The  Baptist  Church,  where  you  at  present 
worship,  was  founded  on  this  principle — Free  Grace — or, 
to  vary  the  phrase,  your  godly  ancestors,  the  first  found- 
ers of  the  said  church,  were  strict  Calvinists,  as  to  the 
points  afore-mentioned,  nor  would  they,  by  any  means, 
as  we  can  prove,  suff'er  a  Free-Wilier  or  Arminian,  if 
they  knew  a  person  so  to  be,  to  join  with  the  church. 

"  It  is  high  time,  we  think, — and  we  hope  you  will 
so  think,  also, — to  know  what  arc  the  principles  of  the 
present  Baptist  Church  in  Boston,  especially,  as  it  is 
feared  and  rumored  that  this  church  is,  in  part,  gone  off 
from  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints — the  faith  by 
which  your  pious  predecessors  overcame  the  world,  and 
which,  in  them,  it  is  abundantly  m-anifest,  worked  by 
love.  This,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  held  fast  in  one 
spirit,  and  with  one  mind,  being  in  nothing  terrified  by 
their  adversaries.  In  this  faith  your  dear  godly  fathers 
lived,  we  know,  exemplary,  and  died  triumphantly. 

"  We  would  not  be  understood  to  think  or  mean,  by 
what  has  been  said,  that  truly  because  the  Baptist 
Church  were  once  Calvinistical,  or  that  because  your 
godly  ancestors  were  of  these  and  such  opinions,  there- 
fore you  are  obliged  to  be  so  too,  without  searching, 
proving  and  thinking  for  yourselves.  By  no  means. 
We  utterly  disclaim  such  unworthy  sentiments.  On  the 
contrary,  we  would  have  all  men  use  the  like  liberty  as 
we  do,  namely,  to  judge  for  ourselves.  But  then,  please 
to  observe,  if  you  are  indeed,  upon  further  conviction. 
2 
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gone  off  from  those  principles  afore-mentioned,  or  if  you 
really  never  held  those  points  of  faith  before  hinted  at, 
or  hold  other  opinions  reverse  to  them,  we  say  that  you 
ought,  we  tliink,  in  such  case,  in  point  of  duty,  if  it  is 
desired  of  you,  generously,  openly  and  above-board,  to 
declare  your  principles,  that  so,  those  who  may  hereafter 
have  an  inclination  to  join  with  your  church,  or  others 
who  may  perhaps  have  mistaken  your  sentiments,  and  so 
have  withdrawn  from  you — that  such  persons,  we  say, 
may  know  your  terms  of  church  communion,  and  therc- 
l)y,  if  they  approve  tliem,  be  induced  to  cleave  unto  you. 
We  are  now  willing  to  return  to  our  former  ]ilaccs  with 
you,  if  we  can  find  that  your  principles  and  practices 
correspond  or  arc  the  same  with  those  on  M'hich  (by,  the 
grace  of  God)  our  church  was  first  founded.  Jiut  if  your 
articles  of  faith  are  in  fact  opposite,  or  contrary  to  those 
on  which  this  church  was  at  first  established,  you  cannot, 
we  think,  justly  blame  or  upbraid  us  for  separating  from 
you  (no,  the  schism  will  be  somewhere  else)  and  uniting 
with  others  who  are  like  minded  with  ourselves,  as  to 
the  articles  above-mentioned. 

"  Now  the  Lord  give  you  understanding  in  all  things, 
and  may  your  hearts  be  directed  into  the  love  of  God, 
and  be  ready  always  to  give  an  account  of  the  hope  that 
is  in  you,  with  meekness  and  fear.  The  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.

"  Boftlon,  SrpL  29,  1712."" 
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Appended  to  this  letter,  as  recorded,  is  the  following 
additional  paragraph,  with  the  sign  manual  of  two  other 
persons  : — 

"  We,  the  under- written  signers,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
are  fully  convinced  of  our  duty  to  submit  ourselves  to 
the  sacred  ordinance  of  believers'  baptism,  and  have 
been  desirous  to  join  in  full  communion  with  the  Bap- 
tist Church  in  Boston.  But  apprehending,  from  the 
many  sermons  which  we  have  heard  Mr.  Condy  preach, 
that  his  principles  are  corrupt  and  contrary  to  the  great 
doctrines  of  grace  laid  down  in  the  gospel,  we  dare  not, 
in  conscience,  apply  to  him  for  baptism,  nor  dare  we 
attempt  to  join  with  his  church,  until  we  know  what 
principles  they  are  of.

Receiving  no  reply  to  the  above,  and  seeing  no  pros- 
pect of  a  remedy,  in  the  month  of  October  they  assembled 
in  the  house  of  Mr.  James  Bownd,  situated  at  the  corner 
of  Sheafe  and  Snowhill  Streets,  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining worship  among  themselves. 

Having  followed  this  course  for  some  months,  perceiv- 
ing no  prospect  of  a  change  at  the  First  Church,  and 
finding  that  others  besides  themselves  were  desirous  of 
the  organization  of  a  second  church,  it  was  deemed  by 
them  a  plain  indication  of  their  duty ;  accordingly,  on 
the  27th  of  July,  1743,  seven  individuals  (as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  extract)  met  and  organized  the 
Second  Baptist  Church,  as  follows.  However,  these 
brethren  not  knowing  but  they  were  the  only  persons 
who  still  adhered  to  the  doctrines  and  principles  upon 
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which  the  First  Baptist  Cliurch  was  founded,  felt  that 
they  ought  to  retain  that  name,  which,  by  the  sequel,  it 
will  be  seen,  they  diil,  and  it  was  not  until  the  lapse  of 
many  years  that  they  consented  to  be  called  the  Second 
Baptist  Church. 

In  the  year  ISoO,  in  accordance  with  a  joint  petition 
of  the  church  and  society  to  the  legislature,  the  name 
was  changed  to  that  by  which  it  is  now  known,  namely, 
the  Baldwin  Place  Baptist  Church.

"  We,  the  subscribers  hereunto,  (being,  by  the  grace 
of  God  believers,  baptized  on  confession  of  our  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  members  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  in  Boston,  New  England,)  having,  for  several 
weighty  and  important  reasons,  (which  are  set  forth  in 
a  letter  dated  September  29,  1742,  directed  and  sent  to 
Mr.  Jeremiah  Condy,  by  him  to  be  read  and  communicated 
to  those  who  adhere  to  him  and  his  notions  of  religion,) 
withdrawn  ourselves  from  the  said  Condy  and  his  asso- 
ciates, because  we  are  fully  persuaded  in  our  own  minds 
that  the  said  Condy  either  never  held,  or  if  he  ever  did 
hold  the  great  doctrines  of  grace  laid  down  in  the  gospel, 
he  is  gone  off  or  dejoarted  from  the  same,  together  with 
those  persons  M^ho  still  adhere  to  him,  as  is  more  partic- 
ularly set  forth  by  us  in  the  aforc-mcntioncd  letter,  which 
said  letter  Mr.  Condy  and  his  brethren  have  contemned  and 
thrown  aside,  and  have  all  along  denied  and  still  persist 
in  a  refusal  to  give  us  Christian  satisfaction  as  to  those 
important  objections  and  other  very  material  points  laid 
down  in  the  said  letter  : — 

•'  We,   therefore,   through   grace,   being   still   inclined 
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and  enabled  to  hold  fast  those  great,  though  now  much 
exploded  doctrines  of  Election,  Justification  by  Faith 
alone,  Particular  Redemption,  Final  Perseverance,  and 
Original  Sin,  or  the  total  depravity  and  absolute  enmity 
of  all  mankind  (by  their  fall  in  Adam)  to  God  and  the 
Gospel  of  his  Son,  until  irresistible  grace  doth  change

Christians,  baptized  upon  confession  of  their  faith,  in  Lon- 
don and  the  country,'  we,  the  said  subscribers  hereunto, 
do  now  solemnly  and  in  the  presence  of  the  great  God 
our  Creator,  Redeemer  and  Sanctifer,  covenant,  engage, 
profess  and  declare  ourselves  to  be  established,  purposing 
by  the  Lord's  grace  enabling  us,  to  continue  in  the  same 
unto  our  lives'  end.  We  do  therefore,  we  humbly  hope, 
in  the  fear  and  love  of  God,  and  we  trust  with  a  single 
eye  to  the  interest  of  Christ,  and  for  the  further  increase, 
welfare  and  flourishing  estate  of  our  said  Baptist  Church, 
proceed  in  the  manner  and  form  following,  having  first 
set  our  names  hereunto,  that  is  to  say —

"  John  Dabney  and  Thomas  Boucher,  who  were  bap- 
tized in  England  upon  confession  of  their  faith,  and  who 
were  sometime  since  in  communion  with  Mr.  Condy  and 
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those  wlio  yet  adliorc  to  liim,  l)ut  l)ein<r  fully  convinced 
that  it  was  their  bounden  duty  to  withdraw  from  them 
for  the  reasons  afore-<^iven,  have  tliis  day,  as  well  as  at 
sundry  times  heretofore  manifested  their  desire  to  us  the 
afore-named  subscribers  to  be  admitted  as  members  in 
full  communion  with  us,  whom  they  look  upon  and 
acknowlcd;^e  to  be  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  lioston, 
professing  themselves  to  be  like-minded  with  us  as  to  all

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"  ]Viiliirsfl(ti/,  Julij  'J 7,  17  1.'),  five  of  tlio  clock,  afternoon, 
the  church  meetinjr  opened  at  brother  .lames  liownd's 
house,  and  proceeded  as  follows  :  — 

""  It  is  desired  that  brother  Proctor  would  act  as  Scribe 
to  the  nieetin<jj  until  such  time  that  we  have  elected  our 
respective  church  officers. 

"  After  prayer  made  and  a  suitable  conference  had 
with  each  other,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  fol- 
lowing declaration,  mind  and  intention  of  us  the  afore- 
named brethren  of  the  First  ]>aptist  Church  in  ])Oston, 
should  be  minuted  down  and  recorded,  as  followeth  : — 

"  That  whereas,  by  the  declension  of  the  afore-named 
Mr.  Jeremiah  C'ondy,  from  many  of  the  fundamental 
principles  held  and  maintained  by  our  godly  fathers  and 
predecessors,  the  first  founders  of  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Boston,  and  by  us  also,  the  afore-named  subscribers,  held 
and  maintained,  we  have  for  that  reason  been  obliged  in 
point  of  conscience  to  withdraw  from  any  worship  and 
communion  with  the  said  Condy  and  his  associates,  who 
still  abide  with  him,  and,  as  we  have  abundant  reason  to 
think,  are  like-minded  Avith  him,  and  stand  culpable  of 
the  like  delinquency  and  declension  from  many  great  and 
fundamental  truths  laid  down  in  the  Gospel ; — 

'*  And  whereas,  it  is  now  near  a  twelve-month  tliat  we 
have  been  waiting  to  observe  whether  the  said  Mr.  Con- 
dy and  his  adherents  would  accede  to  or  comply  with 
the  proposals  we  laid  before  them  in  the  letter  so  often" 
before  referred  to,  and  which  we  were  so  ardently  desir- 
ous from  our  very  souls  that  they  would  listen  and 
respond  to,  but  all  in  vain  and  to  no  purpose,  to  our  great 
grief  and  anguish  of  soul ; — 

"  And  further,  being  well  informed  that  there  arc  many 
pious  and  well-disposed  persons,   sound  in  the  faith  and 
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order  of  the  Gospel,  who  are  desirous  to  submit  them- 
selves to  the  sacred  ordinance  of  believers'  baptism, 
and  to  join  themselves  in  full  communion  with  us,  and 
we  also  ourselves  longing  to  have  the  Lord's  Supper  to 
us  administered  according  to  our  Lord's  command,  and 
the  stated  times  appointed  for  the  celebration  thereof  by 
our  Church  ; — 

"  We  do  therefore,  unanimously,  and  with  one  heart 
and  mind,  further  proceed  and  say,  that,  from  the  obser- 
vations which  we  have  made  on  the  conduct,  gifts  and 
graces  which  shine  and  abound  in  our  beloved  brother 
Ephraim  Bownd,  and  from  many  fervent  prayers,  sermons 
and  other  spiritual  discourses  which  have  many  times 
been  uttered  and  delivered  by  him  in  our  hearing,  to  our 
great  consolation  and  joy,  we  now  do  look  upon  it  to  be 
our  bounden  duty  not  to  slight  or  disregard  so  great  a 
gift  as  the  Lord  in  his  mercy  has  been  pleased  to  raise 
up  for  us  in  our  low  estate,  but  thankfully  adoring  the 
rich  goodness  of  God  to  us  ward,  to  prize,  countenance 
and  encourage  the  same  by  calling  our  said  brother 
Ephraim  Bownd  to  the  Eldership  and  ministerial  office 
among  and^over  us  ;  and  we  do  hereby  invite,  request  and 
call  our  said  much  respected  and  beloved  brother  Ephraim 
Bownd,  to  the  Eldership  and  pastoral  charge  over  us,  the 
said  First  Baptist  Church  in  Boston,  requesting  of  him 
his  speedy  answer  and  acquiescence  to  this  our  Call,  es- 
pecially considering  that  several  persons  for  many  months 
last  past  have  been  waiting  to  submit  to  the  ordinance 
of  Baptism,  and  are  still  waiting  and  longing  for  that 
ordinance  and  for  the  Supper,  but  are  kept  off  and  put 
back  for  want  of  an  administrator  ;  and  it  is  desired  that 
our  brother  Boucher  immediately  inform  our  said  brother 
Ephraim  Bownd,  with  this  vote  and  request  of  the 
3 
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Church.  7\.nd  (),  tluit  it  wouhl  please  the  Lord  Jehovuli. 
our  iStreni^th  and  our  Salvation,  to  look  u])on  us  and  bless 
us  with  all  the  increase  of  God." 

"  Wednesday,  the  27th  of  Jul y,  from  five  of  the  clock  in 
the  afternoon  until  nine  at  night,  the  meeting  continues, 
and  the  further  proceedings  of  the  said  meeting  are  as 
followeth : — 

"  That  is  to  say — Brother  Boucher,  who  was  desired  to 
deliver  the  Church's  message  and  invitation  to  our  said 
brother  Bownd,  returned  and  rejiortcd  that  he  had  deliv- 
ered the  same.  Some  time  after  brother  Bownd  came 
in,  and  after  prayer  publicly  made  by  him  for  direction, 
and  some  retirement  to  think  upon  the  Church's  Call, 
accepted  of  the  same. 

"  It  is  to  be  observed  that  some  months  before  the 
above  date,  we  set  apart  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  to 
implore  counsel  and  direction  from  our  ascended  Saviour 
how  we  should  proceed  in  our  low  and  forlorn  estate, 
beside  many  weekly  meetings  of  prayer  for  the  same 
purpose. 

"  Upon  brother  Ephraim  Bownd's  acceptance  of  the 
Church's  calling  of  him  to  the  Eldership  as  aforesaid, 

"  Voted,  That  the  first  Wednesday  in  September  next 
be  set  apart  by  prayer  and  fasting  for  the  ordination  or 
laying  on  of  hands  on  our  said  beloved  brother  Ephraim 
Bownd  to  the  pastoral  charge  over  us  the  said  First  ]5ap- 
tist  Church  in  Boston,  and  the  place  by  us  appointed  for 
the  solemnization  thereof  is  Greenwich,  New-town,  in 
the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  for  the  sake  of  those  Elders 
who  by  us  are  invited  to  assist  at  the  said  ordination,  and 
who  live  remote  and  at  a  great  distance  from  Boston  ; 
and  further,  it  is  unanimously  agreed  that  Elder  Wight- 
man,  of  Groton,  in  Connecticut,  Elder  Green,  of  Leices- 
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ter,  and  Elder  Moulton,  of  Brimfield,  be  sent  or  wrote 
to  to  assist  with  their  respective  messengers  at  the  time 
and  place  aforesaid. 

"  N.  B.  The  said  Elders,  Wightman,  Green  and  Moul- 
ton, we  apprehend  to  be  sound,  clear  and  zealously  af- 
fected to  the  doctrines  of  Free  and  Sovereign  Grace,  and 
absolutely  averse  to  the  Pelagian  and  Arminian  Tenets." 

On  the  same  day  they  drew  up  and  adopted  the  follow- 
ing Church  Covenant,  "  for  the  information,  perusal  and 
subscription  of  all  such  baptized  believers  whose  hearts 
the  Lord  shall  incline  to  join  Avith  us"  : — 

" THE    CONGKEGATING    OB    EMBODYING   COVENANT. 

"We,  whose  names  are  hereafter  Avritten,  viz.,  some 
that  it  hath  pleased  God,  through  the  riches  of  his  grace, 
to  call  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  light,  and  to 
reveal  his  Son  in  us,  whereby  Ave  knoAv  that  the  Lord  is 
our  God,  and  having  shoAvn  unto  us  our  duty  and  privi- 
lege as  belicA^ers,  viz.,  not  only  to  separate  from  the  Avorld 
both  as  to  doctrine  and  practice  and  Avorship,  but  also  to 
congregate  and  embody  ourselves  into  church  state  ;  and 
being  through  grace  Avell  satisfied  concerning  our  mutual 
nearness  to  the  Lord,  and  standing  together  in  the  per- 
son of  Christ,  and  being  brought  in  some  blessed  meas- 
ure into  oneness  of  spirit,  being  baptized  by  one  Spirit 
into  one  body,  and  being  agreed  in  the  great  and  sublime 
truths  of  the  Gospel,  Ave  do  therefore,  in  the  name  and 
fear  of  the  Lord,  give  up  ourselves  unto  the  Lord,  and 
to  one  another,  by  the  aa^II  of  God,  to  Avalk  together  as 
a  Church  of  Christ,  in  the  felloAvship  of  the  Gospel,  and 
in  the  observance  and  practice  of  the  laAvs  and  ordi- 
nances Avhich  Christ  hath  appointed  his  Ncav  Testament 
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Churches  to  be  in  tlic  ])ractice  of.  So  far  as  he  Jiath  or 
shall  enlif^hten  us  into  the  knowledf^e  of  our  duty  and 
privile<^c,  and  as  the  Lord  shall  please  to  help  us,  we 
will  frequently  assemble  ourselves  together  as  a  Church 
of  Christ,  to  attend  upon  our  Lord  in  the  service  of  his 
house,  especially  every  first  day  of  the  week ;  and  as  we 
shall  be  enabled  by  his  Grace  and  conducted  by  his 
Spirit,  we  will  stand  up  together  for  the  truth  and  cause 
of  Christ  against  all  opposition  raised  against  it  by  the 
w^orld  and  carnal  professors  ;  and  by  the  same  help  wo 
will  watch  over  one  another  in  the  Lord.  And,  as  wo 
shall  be  under  the  conduct  of  Jehovah  the  Spirit,  wo 
will  keep  the  doors  of  God's  house  open  always  to  be- 
lievers in  Christ  who  arc  sound  in  the  faith  about  the 
salvation  of  God's  Elect,  as  it  is  by  the  Father's  Grace 
through  the  Son's  Redemption.  And  as  our  God  will 
help  us,  we  will  keep  them  always  shut  against  unbe- 
lievers and  profligate  persons. 

"And  now,  as  a  testimony  of  our  cordial  belief  of 
those  former  doctrines  of  foith  contained  in  the  printed 
Declaration  aforesaid,  and  of  our  holy  resolution,  in  the 
strength  of  Grace,  to  stand  and  walk  together  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  Gospel,  we  not  only  call  heaven  and 
earth  to  witness,  but  we  also  subscribe  the  same  with 
our  hands." 

Attached  to  this  document  are  the  signatures  of  the 
seven  who  first  united  in  church  fellowship,  and  of 
twenty-six  others  who  soon  after  were  added  to  their 
number. 

Immediately  after  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Bownd,  he 
commenced  baptizing  such  candidates  as  the  church 
received.     The  records  thus  describe  a  few  cases  : — 
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'''•July  1,  1744,  being  Lord's  Day,  Thomas  Macomber, 
of  Marshfield,  was  baptized.  He  stood  propounded  the 
usual  time,  and  the  Friday  evening  before  his  baptism, 
at  a  church  meeting,  held  at  brother  Bownd's  house,  he 
gave  a  full  account  of  his  faith,  and  of  the  Lord's  deal- 
ings with  his  soul,  to  the  content  of  the  church. 

^^  August  26,  1744,  being  Lord's  Day,  Mary  Bosworth, 
the  wife  of  Ephraim  Bosworth,  of  Hull,  was  baptized. 
She  stood  propounded  the  usual  time,  and  gave  a  clear 
and  satisfactory  account  to  the  church  of  the  gracious 
dealings  of  the  Lord  with  her  soul.  Memorandum,  that 
the  same  day  Mrs.  Bosworth  was  baptized,  Joseph  Collins, 
of  Lynn,  and  Patience,  his  wife,  were  propounded  to  the 
church,  as  was  also  Mr,  Bosworth's  negro  man,  Cuffee. 

"  September  2,  1744,  Mr.  Ephraim  Bosworth's  negro 
man,  Cuffee,  whose  character,  as  given  to  the  church  by 
his  master  and  mistress,  was  well  approved  of,  and  much 
to  our  liking,  he,  the  said  Cuffee,  being  called  forth, 
made  a  full,  clear  and  satisfactory  declaration  of  the 
work  of  grace  wrought  in  his  soul,  and,  by  the  unani- 
mous concurrence  of  the  church,  was  received,  baptized 
and  taken  into  full  communion  this  day.  Ps.  Ixviii.  31. 
'  Ethiopia  shall  soon  stretch  out  her  hand  unto  God.' 

'•^  November  4,  1744,  being  Lord's  Day,  Keziah  BUm- 
chard,  a  maiden,  having  stood  propounded  the  usual  time, 
and  made  a  clear  and  satisfactory  declaration  of  the 
work  of  God  in  her  soul,  was  baptized." 

Dr.  Stow,  in  his  Centennial  Discourse,  well  observes : 
"  The  records  of  that  solemn  transaction  most  clearly 
indicate  that  these  seven  believers  had  a  proper  sense  of 
the  responsibility  which  they  were  assuming,  and  of 
their  entire  dependence  upon  the  Divine  blessing  for  the 
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success  of  their  enterprise.  They  knew  not  tliat  tliey 
slioukl  have  tlie  sympathy  of  any  human  being  beyond 
their  own  limited  circle,  and  they  had  reason  to  expect 
that  the  pastor  and  the  church  whom  they  had  slowly 
and  reluctantly  left,  would  treat  them  as  disorderly 
schismatics.  No  minister  was  present  to  cheer  them  by 
a  word  of  encoura}j;ement ;  no  council  was  convened  to 
extend  the  hand  of  fraternal  fellowship.  They  stood 
alone  in  the  presence  of  the  Head  of  the  Church,  and 
plediijcd  themselves  to  him  and  to  each  other,  that  they 
would  maintain  unshrinkingly  and  to  the  last  the  stand- 
ard around  which  they  had  rallied — the  standard  of 
Evangelical  Truth  and  Holiness. 

"  Having  withdrawn  from  their  brethren  for  reasons 
such  as  have  been  specified,  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that 
they  w^ould  not  fail  to  give  special  prominence,  in  their 
articles  of  organization,  to  those  cardinal  doctrines  for 
the  sake  of  which  they  were  making  large  sacrifices, 
and  assuming  peculiar  responsibilities.  The  Summary 
Declaration  of  Faith  which  they  promptly  put  forth, 
and  which  is  still  the  platform  of  this  church,  shows 
how  careful  they  were  to  be  full  and  explicit  in  the 
exhibition  of  those  principles  which  they  had  gathered 
from  the  Word  of  God,  and  for  the  defence  of  which  they 
had  taken  their  new  position.  Faithful  disciples  of 
Jesus  !  They  laid  their  foundation  deep  and  broad  in 
the  great  doctrines  of  the  New  Testament,  and  to  this 
fact  may  be  attributed,  under  God,  the  stability  of  the 
superstructure.  While  other  churches  around  them, 
built  partly  upon  God's  truth  and  partly  upon  tradition, 
have  declined  from  Christian  rectitude,  this  church  has 
stood  firm  on  '  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  proph- 
ets, Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  corner   stone,' 
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and  though  the  superincumbent  mass  has  been  greatly 
increased,  and  though  it  has  been  exposed  to  all  the 
convulsions  of  a  most  exciting  century,  yet  it  has  never 
been  swayed  a  single  hair's  breadth  from  the  true  per- 
pendicular. 'Walk  about  Zion,  and  go  round  about 
her  ;  tell  the  towers  thereof;  mark  ye  well  her  bulwarks, 
consider  her  palaces ;  that  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  genera- 
tion following.'  " 

The  meetings  of  the  church  were  continued  in  the 
house  of  Mr.  James  Bownd  until  June,  1745,  w^hen  they 
were  removed  to  Mr.  Procter's  school-house,  which  was 
not  far  from  Baldwin  Place.  About  this  time  the  society 
commenced  building  their  first  house  of  worship.  It  was 
erected  on  land  given  by  Deacon  Bosworth ;  the  same 
spot  where  the  meeting-house  now  stands.  The  house 
was  forty-five  by  thirty-three  feet,  containing  twenty-six 
pews  on  the  lower  floor,  and  six  in  the  east  gallery,  in 
front  of  the  women's  gallery.  The  seats  in  the  west 
gallery  were  free,  and  were  occupied  chiefly  by  sea-faring 
men,  as  they  were,  from  time  to  time,  in  port.  The  house 
was  first  opened  for  Divine  service  on  Lord's  Day, 
March  15,  1746.  The  best  pew  in  the  house,  estimated 
worth  eighty-five  pounds,  "old  tenor,"  was  owned  by 
Mr.  Procter.  The  second  best  w^as  set  apart  "  to  be 
forever  the  ministerial  pew."  Near  the  pulpit  was  a 
baptistery,  which  was  used  for  more  than  forty  years. 

Mr.  Bownd,  the  first  pastor  of  this  church,  was  re- 
garded as  a  very  evangelical  and  interesting  preacher. 
For  several  years,  under  his  care,  the  church  enjoyed 
much  peace  and  harmony.  Members  were  added  to  it 
from  towns  for  twenty  miles  around  Boston.  Among 
those  who  early  united  with  this  body  was  a  Mr.  Phillip 
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FiTcman,  sul)so(jueiitly  a])])()iiitc'(l  a  deacon,  lie  first 
made  a  profession  of  religion  in  London.  He  was  ever 
a  firm  friend  and  supporter  of  the  great  princi])les  which 
he  found  embraced  in  tlie  church's  declaration  of  faith, 
etc.  On  sending  an  account  of  the  origin  and  doctrines 
of  the  church  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gill,  of  London,  which 
Mr.  Freeman  did,  the  former  expressed  his  approval  by 
a  donation  of  a  complete  communion  service,  seven  suits 
of  "  baptismal  garments,"  and  a  valuable  collection  of 
books.  Other  individuals  also  sent  acceptable  presents, 
as  tokens  of  their  sym])athy  with  the  infant  church  in  its 
efforts  to  know  the  truth  and  the  institutions  of  Christ. 

Mr.  P)0wnd  continued  to  minister  to  this  church  for 
about  twenty-two  years.  During  the  first  five  years  of 
his  ministry,  such  was  his  success  that  the  church  had 
increased  to  one  hundred  and  twenty,  and  for  ten  years 
no  act  of  discipline  was  necessary.  Some  time  before 
his  death  he  was  afflicted  with  paralysis,  which  greatly 
interfered  with  his  work.  In  1764  an  invitation  was 
sent  to  the  Rev.  Samuel  Stillman,  afterwards  Dr.  Still- 
man,  then  of  Bordcntown,  N.  J.,  to  come  and  assist  him 
for  one  year,  which  he  accepted.  At  the  close  of  this 
year's  service,  there  being  a  vacancy  in  the  pastoral 
office  of  the  First  Church,  Mr.  Stillman  was  invited  to 
fill  it,  and  consented ;  but  such  was  the  attachment  of 
many  of  the  members  of  this  church  and  congregation 
to  him,  that  they  went  with  him,  some  with  letters  of 
dismission  and  some  without.  This  occasioned  a  state 
of  very  sore  feeling  between  the  two  churches,  which  it 
took  years  to  heal. 

Mr.  Bownd  died  the  next  year,  June  18,  1765. 

It  was  five  years  before  the  church  obtained  another 
'pastor,  and  these  were  years  of  severe  trial.     Many  had 
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followed  Mr.  Stillman, — the  tide  had  turned  in  favor  of 
that  church,  and  the  faith  of  this  was  severely  tested. 

In  1760,  Mr.  John  Davis,  a  graduate  of  Pennsylvania 
University,  son  of  the  Rev.  David  Davis,  of  Welch  Tract, 
Delaware,  was  requested  to  take  the  oversight  of  the 
church.  He  commenced  his  labors  on  probation,  in  the 
spring,  and  on  the  9th  of  September  following,  was  or- 
dained to  the  pastoral  office.  The  following  ministers 
took  part  in  this  service  :  Rev.  Morgan  Edwards,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Philadelphia,  and  Rev. 
James  Manning,  President  of  Rhode  Island  College. 
The  prospects  of  the  church  soon  assumed  an  encour- 
aging aspect.  Some  who  had  gone  off  returned,  and 
the  church  began  to  look  for  days  of  prosperity ;  but 
alas !  these  pleasing  anticipations  were  quickly  blasted. 
In  less  than  two  years  from  the  time  of  Mr.  Davis's  ordi- 
nation his  health  began  to  decline,  so  that  he  found  it 
necessary  to  ask  for  a  dismission,  which  was  reluctantly 
granted,  July  19,  1772. 

The  next  year,  as  Mr.  Davis  was  journeying  for  his 
health,  he  was  suddenly  called  to  yield  up  his  spirit  to 
God.  His  mortal  remains  were  interred  by  his  com- 
panion in  travel,  on  the  banks  of  the  Ohio,  but  no  monu- 
ment marks  the  sjDot  where  they  rest.  He  died  December 
13,  1 773.  His  last  words  were  :  "  In  a  little  time  I  expect 
to  be  with  Christ,  to  sec  him  as  he  is  known,  and  as  he 
is  not  known.  My  faith  in  my  Saviour  is  unshaken." 
During  Mr.  Davis's  ministry,  Watts'  Psalms  and  Hymns 
were  first  used  by  this  church,  those  of  Stcrnhold  and 
Hopkins,  Tate  and  Brady,  having  been  used  previously. 

In  1772,  the  feelings  of  the  church  had  become  so  far 
modified  towards  Mr.  Stillman,  that   a  vote  was  passed 
that  ho  be  allowed  to  preach  in  "  our"  mccting-housc. 
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"In  September,  1772,  lliis  cluireh  was  admitted  into 
the  Warren  Association,  which  met,  that  year,  with  the 
church  in  Middleborou^^h,  and  continued  a  member  of 
that  body  until  the  year  1811,  when  it  was  dismissed 
with  other  churches  to  constitute  the  lioston  Associa- 
tion." 

The  next  pastor  was  Mr.  Isaac  Skillman,  afterwards 
Dr.  Skillman,  a  native  of  New  Jersey,  and  a  graduate  of 
Nassau  Hall  College  at  Princeton.  He  commenced  his 
labors,  without  a  regular  installation,  in  September,  1773, 
and  continued  pastor  until  October  7,  1787,  a  period  of 
fourteen  years,  when,  at  his  own  request,  he  was  dis- 
missed. There  is  still  living  one  member  of  this  church 
who  was  baptized  by  Mr.  Skillman,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Butts. 

Although  Mr.  Skillman  was  regarded  as  a  man  of  more 
than  ordinary  talent,  yet  the  church  did  not  prosper  under 
his  ministry,  "W^ien  he  settled,  the  number  of  members 
was  forty,  when  he  retired  from  his  connection  with  the 
church  it  was  sixty- six. 

The  fourth  pastor  was  the  Rev.  Thomas  Gair,  a  native 
of  Boston.  He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  un- 
der the  ministry  of  Dr.  Stillman.  In  1777,  he  received 
his  degree  of  A.  M.  at  Rhode  Island  College.  He  was, 
soon  after,  settled  pastor  of  the  church  in  Medfield, 
where  he  labored  ten  years.  Having  closed  his  labors 
there,  he  was  invited  by  this  church  to  supply  them  on 
probation,  after  w^hich  he  accepted  their  unanimous  invi- 
tation to  become  their  pastor.  He  was  installed  April 
23,  1788,  in  the  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott's  meeting-house,  on 
which  occasion  the  pastor  of  the  Eirst  Church  was  one 
of  the  officiating  ministers,  and  from  this  event  may  be 
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dated  the  commencement  of  a  better  feeling  between  the 
two  churches. 

Such  was  the  success  of  Mr.  Gair's  ministry  that  it 
was  found  necessary  to  enlarge  the  meeting-house  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  increasing  congregation.  Twenty 
feet  were  added  to  the  south  side,  making  it  fifty-three 
by  forty-five  feet. 

These  fair  prospects  were  soon  beclouded,  for  in  the 
spring  of  1790,  their  beloved  pastor,  in  the  midst  of  his 
usefulness,  was  suddenly  attacked  by  a  malignant  fever, 
the  progress  of  which  no  earthly  skill  could  arrest.  His 
death,  which  was  deeply  lamented,  took  place  April  27, 
1790,  only  two  years  and  four  days  after  his  installation, 
and  in  the  thirty- sixth  year  of  his  age.  Immediately 
after  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Gair,  on  an  intimation  from  Mr. 
Oliver  Holden  that  Mr.  Thomas  Baldwin,  of  Canaan, 
N.  H.,  would  be  a  suitable  person  to  supply  them,  a 
letter  was  addressed  to  him,  but,  by  some  means,  it  did 
not  reach  him,  and  had  it  not  been  that  a  brother  wrote 
him  on  his  own  responsibility,  and  sent  his  letter  in  a 
different  direction  from  the  official  one,  he  probably  never 
would  have  been  the  pastor  of  this  church,  as  he  was 
then  on  his  way  to  visit  another  church  that  was  desirous 
of  his  services.  He  replied  to  this  brother  that  "  God 
willing,  he  would  be  in  Boston  the  first  of  July."  He 
arrived,  and  commenced  his  labors  on  the  fourth  of  July, 
1790.  His  first  sermon  was  founded  on  Acts  x.  29,  the 
words  of  Peter  to  Cornelius  :  "  Therefore  came  I  unto 
you,  without  gainsaying,  as  soon  as  I  was  sent  for  ;  I  ask, 
therefore,  to  what  intent  ye  have  sent  for  me."  After 
preaching  a  short  time  on  probation,  the  church  and 
society  held  a  special  meeting  and  extended  to  him  a 
unanimous  call  to  become  their  pastor. 
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The  letter  from  the  committee  informin;^'  him  of  this 
act,  dated  August  22,  17U0,  runs  as  follows: — 

"  Rev.  Sir :  The  Second  Baptist  Church  in  this  town, 
having  been,  by  the  providence  of  God,  deprived  of  their 
beloved  pastor,  and  having  had  an  opportunity  of  hear- 
ing your  improvement,  they,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of 
the  church  and  society,  have  thought  proper  to  invite 
you  to  come  and  take  the  pastoral  charge  of  this  church 
and  congregation  ;  and  did,  on  the  day  above-mentioned, 
make  choice  of  us  as  a  joint  committee,  to  wait  upon 
you,  and  inform  you  of  their  proposals,"  etc.  This  letter 
was  signed  by  Jacob  Holland,  John  Martin,  Richard 
Smith,  William  Brown,  Josiah  Bacon,  and  Joseph  Shed. 
Some  of  these  proposals  folloAv.  "  They  have,"  say  the 
committee,  "  also  thought  it  their  duty  to  engage  you  six 
dollars  per  week  for  the  first  six  months,  and  then  to 
increase  it  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able  ;  and  also 
to  find  you  all  that  part  of  the  dwelling-house  now  occu- 
pied by  the  widow  Gair,  (excepting  the  front  chamber,) 
together  with  the  improvement  of  the  garden,  below  the 
gate ;  and  also  to  allow  you  fifteen  cords  of  wood,  de- 
livered at  the  house." 

Agreeably  to  this  engagement,  at  the  end  of  six 
months,  they  raised  the  salary  to  eight  dollars,  and 
not  long  after  to  ten,  and  then  to  twelve,  to  fifteen,  to 
eighteen,  and  then  to  twenty;  this  was  paid  weekly, 
with  punctuality. 

These  advances  were  made  by  the  society,  Avithout  the 
slightest  hint  from  the  pastor.  They  also  furnished  him 
with  a  good  house,  and  with  all  the  wood  necessary. 
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On  Tuesday,  November  11,1 790,  Mr.  Baldwin  was  pub- 
licly installed,  at  the  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott's  meeting-house, 
which  was  kindly  offered  for  the  occasion.  The  services 
were  conducted  as  follows :  The  Rev.  Dr.  Stillman 
preached  the  sermon  from  2  Cor.  iv.  7  :  "  For  we  have 
this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  excellency  of 
the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us."  The  Rev. 
(since  Dr.)  Smith,  of  Haverhill,  delivered  the  charge. 
Rev.  Thomas  Green,  of  Cambridge,  gave  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Grafton,  of  Newton, 
offered  the  concluding  prayer.  The  services  were  ex- 
ceedingly interesting,  and  well  attended.  From  this 
time  we  may  date  the  beginning  of  prosperity  which 
continued,  with  but  little  interruiDtion,  for  years.  In  a 
very  short  time  the  congregation  had  so  increased  that 
the  house  became  too  small  to  accommodate  the  hearers, 
and  it  was  deemed  necessary  again  to  enlarge  it,  which 
was  done  by  dividing  it  and  adding  eighteen  feet  in  the 
middle.  This  work  was  commenced  September  18, 
1797,  and  finished  November  30th  following — Thanks- 
giving day.  The  house  was  embellished  by  a  beautiful 
clock,  the  donation  of  Mr.  John  Hoffman  ;  by  an  elegant 
cut  glass  chandelier,  imported  from  England,  and  the 
communion  service  was  so  enlarged,  by  purchase  and 
donations,  as  to  be  worth  $551.44. 

In  1803,  this  and  the  First  Church  were  blessed  with 
a  most  precious  revival  of  religion,  which  continued  for 
more  than  two  years,  during  which  time  two  hundred 
and  twelve  persons  were  added,  by  baptism,  to  this 
church,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  to  the  First 
Church.  The  influence  of  this  work  upon  evangelical 
religion  has,  unquestionably,  been  very  great.  It  proba- 
bly Avould  not  be  asserting  too   much  to   say  that  ortho- 
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doxy  owes  its  ascendency,  instrumentally,  to  this  revival 
in  these  two  ]Ja})tist  cluirches.  At  the  commencement 
of  this  work  many  persons  were  seen  to  linj^er  in  the 
meetin{^-house  after  the  evening  services,  which  the 
pastor  observing,  took  occasion  to  converse  with  them, 
and  exhort  them  ;  this,  resulting  in  the  conversion  of 
some,  the  practice  of  remaining  after  evening  service  was 
continued,  until  it  has  become  a  habit. 

In  the  spring  of  1810,  the  congregation  had  become 
so  large  that  fears  were  entertained  of  their  safety,  on 
account  of  the  supposed  weakness  of  some  parts  of  the 
old  meeting-house,  and  steps  were  therefore  taken 
towards  the  erection  of  a  ncw^  one.  This  work  was 
undertaken  the  same  year.  The  old  house  was  taken 
dow^n  and  removed.  The  corner  stone  of  the  new  one 
w^as  laid,  by  the  pastor's  own  hand,  Monday  morning, 
May  28,  1810,  at  ten  o'clock.  The  walls  were  laid  in 
solid  clay,  of  the  depth  of  from  ten  to  twenty  feet  below 
the  brick  w^ork  ;  the  house  was  eighty-five  feet  by  seventy- 
five,  exclusive  of  the  porch,  which  was  thirty-eight  by 
eighteen.  The  tower  was  sixty-four  feet  high.  It  was 
originally  intended  to  have  a  handsome  cupola.  On  the 
lower  floor  were  one  hundred  and  forty-two  pews,  and 
forty-four  in  the  galleries  ;  in  the  whole,  one  hundred 
and  eighty-six.  The  whole  expense,  exclusive  of  the 
land,  w^as  about  twenty-four  thousand  dollars.  This 
house,  with  the  exception  of  the  alterations  since  made, 
is  the  same  in  w^hich  the  church  now  worships.  The 
house  was  dedicated  by  solemn  and  somewhat  imposing 
services  on  January  1,  1811.  It  is  supposed  that  more 
than  three  thousand  persons  were  present  at  the  dedi- 
cation. 

The    sermon    was    preached    by    Dr.    Baldwin,    from 
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Hag.   ii,   9  ;  on  the  following  Sabbath,  January  6,  his 
texts  were,  in 
Psalms  Iv.  14. 


texts  were,  in  the  morning,  Psalms  xxvii.  4 ;  afternoon 


The  year  1816  may  be  considered  an  era  in  the  history 
of  Sabbath  Schools  in  Boston.  And  here  we  would 
award  to  the  esteemed  widow  of  the  late  venerated  pastor 
of  the  Charles  Street  Church,  the  honor  of  introducing 
this  important  institution  into  the  Baptist  churches  in 
this  city.  In  the  month  of  June,  1816,  the  Female  Sab- 
bath School  was  commenced  at  Charles  Street,  and  on 
the  following  month,  July,  one  was  commenced  at  the 
Second,  now  the  Baldwin  Place  Baptist  Church.  A  large 
number  of  ladies  of  the  church  and  congregation,  with 
the  approval  of  the  venerable  and  beloved  pastor  and 
the  brethren,  organized  themselves  into  a  society,  agree- 
ing each  to  pay  one  cent  a  week  for  the  support  of  this 
school. 

At  that  period  there  were  no  Primary  Schools  in  Boston. 
The  Sabbath  Schools  were  established  exclusively  for  the 
children  of  the  poor.  Clothing,  suitable  for  their  attend- 
ance on  public  worship,  had  to  be  provided  for  them. 
This  was  taken  charge  of,  during  the  week,  by  a  lady 
appointed  by  the  society  as  keeper  of  the  wardrobe.  It 
was  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  instruct  the  scholars,  if 
necessary,  from  the  alphabet ;  also  to  teach  them  to  read 
and  spell,  as  well  as  to  require  them  to  commit  to  mem- 
ory and  recite  portions  of  Scripture,  Baldwin's  Catechism, 
Hymns,  etc.  The  hours  for  opening  the  school  in  the 
summer  were  8  A.  M.,  and  1  P.  M. 

On  a  delightful  holy  morning,  July  27,  1816,  says  one 
who  witnessed  the  scene,  the  school  was  commenced  with 
thirty-seven  children,   attired   in  neat  habiliments,  pro- 
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vidcd  and  made  up  by  the  industry  of  the  society.  It 
met  on  the  floor  of  the  mcetin<^-housc,  there  being  at 
that  time  no  vestry,  it  having  been  taken  down  to  make 
room  for  the  erection  of  the  new  meeting-house.  The 
pastor  being  at  that  time  in  rather  feeble  health,  Dea.  J. 
C.  llainsford,  at  the  request  of  the  leading  officers  of  the 
society,  implored,  in  earnest  prayer,  the  divine  blessing 
on  the  institution,  and  on  all  connected  with  its  manage- 
ment and  support.  This  occurred  just  seventy-three 
years  from  the  foundation  of  the  church. 

The  first  class  of  colored  children  ever  brought  under 
Sabbath  School  instruction  in  Boston,  was  taught  in  this 
school.  The  youngest  pupil  of  the  class,  was,  after  a 
few  years,  made,  as  their  is  good  reason  to  believe,  a 
subject  of  saving  grace,  was  subsequently  baptized  and 
added  to  the  church.  Some  twelve  years  since  she 
departed  this  life  in  the  triumphs  of  faith.

The  male  school  was  commenced  by  a  society  of  gen- 
tlemen the  following  sj^ring,  1817,  in  the  gallery  of  the 
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mceting--hoiise.  The  girls'  school,  notwithstanding,  re- 
mained exclusively  under  female  supervision  for  twelve 
or  thirteen  years.  However,  previous  to  the  expiration 
of  that  time,  the  plan  of  Sabbath  School  instruction  was 
so  modified  as  to  admit  the  children  of  the  rich  as  well 
as  the  poor. 

The  ministry  of  Dr.  Baldwin  was  continued  until  Au- 
gust 29,  1825,  at  which  time  it  was  terminated  by  his 
death.  He  had  gone  to  attend  the  commencement  exer- 
cises of  Waterville  College,  Me.,  when  he  was  taken  ill 
and  died.  "  He  w\as,"  says  Dr.  Stow,  in  his  Centennial 
Discourse,  "  a  man  of  rare  excellence,  and  the  memory 
of  his  virtues  will  be  cherished  with  affectionate  rever- 
ence as  long  as  truth  and  holiness  shall  have  a  friend  or 
an  advocate.  Upon  this  church  and  people  he  has  left 
an  impression  which  the  father  transmits  to  the  son,  and 
the  mother  to  the  daughter,  and  seems  likely  to  descend 
hereditarily  through  succeeding  generations.  From  the 
day  of  his  death  till  the  present  hour,  his  gentle,  affec- 
tionate spirit  has  seemed  to  preside  here,  exerting  a  more 
than  magic  power  over  hundreds  who  never  saw  his 
shape  or  heard  his  voice,  but  who  have  felt  the  soft,  sub- 
duing majesty  of  his  presence,  bland,  soothing,  healing, 
and  ever  like  his  apostolic  prototype,  whispering  in  our 
ears,  '  Little  children,  love  one  another.'  ^Members  who 
have  been  dismissed  by  us,  and  entered  into  the  compo- 
sition of  other  churches,  have  carried  this  influence  with 
them,  and  there  is  scarcely  a  church  of  our  faith,  within 
thirty  miles,  that  has  not  been  modiflcd  in  its  si)irit  and 
character,  by  some  emanation  from  the  extraordinary 
qualities  of  this  eminent  servant  of  God.  Far  distant 
be  the  day,  when  the  luime  of  Baldwin  shall  be  redolent 
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of  no  pleasant  memories,  or  wlien  the  spirit  of  love  and 
peace,  of  which  he  was  siicli  an  illustrious  exemplar,  shall 
be  supplanted  by  any  spirit  less  amiable,  less  Christ-Iikc. 

"  The  attachment  of  tliis  church  and  society  to  Dr. 
Baldwin  was  peculiarly  stronji^,  and  most  dee]>ly  did  they 
mourn  his  departure.  The  general  feeling  among  them- 
selves, and  the  common  sentiment  of  the  community 
was,  that  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  find 
a  successor  in  whom  they  could  unite,  and  to  whom  they 
could  cordially  transfer  the  affections  that  had  so  long 
and  tenaciously  clung  to  their  aged  favorite.  But  the 
blessed  Redeemer,  w^ho  is  not  only  '  Head  of  the  Church,' 
but  '  Head  over  all  things  to  the  Church,'  foresaw,  and 
provided  for  their  necessity. 

"  Mr.  James  D.  Knowles,  then  a  tutor  in  the  Colum- 
bian College,  District  of  Columbia,  was  present  when  Dr- 
Baldwin  preached  his  last  sermon  in  this  house,  the  Sab- 
bath previous  to  his  departure  for  Waterville.  On  that 
day  he  preached  his  first  discourse  to  this  people,  little 
apprehending  that  it  was  his  introduction  to  the  field  of 
his  future  labors.  I  was  myself  here  at  the  same  time, 
a  delighted  listener  to  those  discourses,  and  an  admirer 
of  the  men  who  delivered  them.  To  the  scenes  of  that 
eventful  day,  may  be  traced  a  series  of  occurrences  which 
have  given  shape  to  my  own  history,  as  well  as  to  that 
of  my  esteemed  jDredecessor.  On  that  day,  the  venerable 
pastor  uttered  expressions  which,  by  their  accordance 
with  subsequent  facts,  have  since  been  regarded  as  almost 
prophetic. 

'■'■  In  the  course  of  the  autumn,  ^Ir.  Knowles,  by  invi- 
tation, supplied  the  pulpit  for  a  few  weeks,  and  the  im- 
pression was  so  favorable  that  he  w^as  unanimously 
requested  to  accept  the  pastoral   office.      This  invitation 
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was  to  him  the  occasion  of  trial.  He  had  doubts  with 
respect  to  his  adaptedness  to  such  a  service,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  duties  of  so  responsible  a  position ;  and 
besides,  he  had  formed  other  j^lans  for  useful  efficiency, 
which  his  friends  regarded  as  jDcculiarly  suited  to  his 
talent  and  temperament.  But  after  a  careful  scrutiny  of 
all  the  considerations,  he  felt  that  the  indications  of 
Providence  were  too  strongly  marked  to  allow  him  to 
decline;  and  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  December,  1825, 
only  four  months  after  the  vacancy  was  created,  he  was 
solemnly  ordained  to  the  responsible  office  of  pastor. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Irah  Chase,  pro- 
fessor in  the  Newton  Theological  Institution,  from  Matt, 
xvi.  26. 

"  Mr.  Knowles  had  some  traits  of  character  that  fitted 
him,  perhaps  better  than  any  other  man  on  the  continent, 
to  be  the  successor  of  the  incomparable  Baldwin.  His 
natural  temper  was  peculiarly  amiable,  his  feelings  were 
uniformly  kind  and  tender  ;  he  was  ever  gentle,  mild  and 
forbearing ;  he  loved  peace,  and  for  its  maintenance 
would  sacrifice  almost  anything  but  truth  and  conscience. 
In  equanimity  amidst  disturbing  influences,  I  never  saw 
him  surpassed.  He  was  ever  cool  and  deliberate  in 
forming  his  opinions,  and  therefore  he  seldom  had  occa- 
sion to  alter  them.  No  man  was  firmer  than  he  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  right  and  true  ;  while  in  matters 
that  involved  no  important  principle,  no  man  was  more 
flexible  and  conciliatory.  On  him  rested  the  mantle  of 
his  departed  predecessor  ;  and,  taking  up  the  work  of  the 
pastor  just  where  that  man  of  God  had  left  it,  he  Avent 
forward,  with  a  prudence,  and  a  judiciousness,  and  an 
efficiency,  that  commanded  general  admiration.  It  ought 
to  be  added  that  he  was  faithfully  sustained  by  a  cordon 
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i)f  brethren  and  iiiends,  in  uhom  he  could  confide,  and 
from  wlioRc  judicious  counsel  and  energetic  cooperation, 
he  derived  incalculable  advantage. 

"In  the  spring  of  1827,  and  again  in  IH.'U,  Mr. 
Knowles  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  work  of  God 
revived,  and  of  welcoming  to  the  church  a  considerable 
number  of  ]n-omising  converts,  a  large  proportion  of 
whom  have  thus  far  honored  their  profession,  and  proved 
themselves  both  the  pillars  and  the  ornaments  of  the 
cause.  His  labors  were  exceedingly  severe.  Like  his 
predecessor,  he  was  called  to  perform  much  extra  service 
in  the  various  departments  of  evangelical  enterprise,  and 
this,  superadded  to  his  preparations  for  the  j^ulpit,  and 
numerous  other  parochial  engagements,  ultimately  became 
a  burden  Avhich  his  physical  constitution  Avas  ill  able  to 
endure.  Finding  himself  sinking  under  the  pressure,  he 
at  length  yielded  to  the  advice  of  medical  counsellors, 
and,  September  20,  1832,  retired  from  the  pastoral  office, 
and  accepted  an  appointment  as  professor  in  the  Newton 
Theological  Institution.  In  that  quiet  retreat,  his  ner- 
vous system  gradually  recovered  from  its  exhaustion,  and 
his  friends  were  delighted  to  anticipate  for  him  a  length- 
ened career  of  useful  activity.  But,  how  dark  and  un- 
searchable are  the  ways  of  God !  On  the  ninth  of  May, 
1838,  he  was  called  away  in  a  manner  the  most  myste- 
rious and  impressive,  beloved  and  deplored  by  a  whole 
denomination.  He  died  of  the  confluent  smallpox,  in  its 
most  malignant  form,  contracted,  as  it  was  supposed,  in 
New  York,  while  attending  the  ninth  triennial  session  of 
the  Baptist  General  Convention."'  \ 

The  seventh  pastor  was  the  Rev.  Baron  (now  Dr.) 
Stow.     At  the  time  of  Mr.  Knowles's  resignation,  Mr. 
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Stow  was  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Ports- 
mouth, N.  H.  At  the  urgent  solicitation  of  this  church, 
together  with  the  promise  that  the  church  would  aid  in 
relieving  the  Portsrhbuth  Church  from  a  pecuniary  bur- 
den, about  which  Mr.  Stow  was  very  anxious,  he  accepted 
an  invitation  to  become  its  pastor,  and  was  installed 
November  15,  1832,  two  months  after  the  resignation  of 
the  former  pastor.  Mr.  Knowles  preached  on  the  occa- 
sion from  1  Peter  i.  24,  25. 

The  first  eleven  years  of  Mr.  Stow's  ministry  in  this 
church  were  years  of  uncommon  prosperity,  such  as  falls 
to  the  lot  of  but  few  of  Christ's  ministers.  During  that 
time  he  had  the  pleasure  of  adding  to  the  church  about 
nine  hundred  members.  Several  revivals  of  religion 
were  enjoyed  during  this  period,  the  most  remarkable  of 
which  were  those  of  1838  and  1841-2  ;  during  the  former, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  were  added  to  the  church, 
and  during  the  latter,  two  hundred  and  twenty-one, — the 
largest  number  ever  added  in  one  year.  The  Rev.  Jacob 
Knapp  had  labored  for  some  months,  with  this  and  other 
Baptist  churches  in  the  city  during  that  Associational 
year. 

In  1842  a  very  extensive  and  important  alteration  was 
made  in  the  meeting-house.  The  audience  room  being 
then  where  the  vestry  room  now  is,  the  vestry  being  in  a 
small  and  inconvenient  building  where  the  house  of  Rev. 
Phineas  Stowe  now  stands,  and  the  church  feeling  the 
need  of  suitable  committee-rooms,  as  well  as  of  a  larger 
vestry,  it  was  resolved  to  raise  the  roof  of  the  house  and 
elevate  the  walls,  so  as  to  place  the  audience-room  where 
it  now  is,  and  to  convert  the  former  one  into  vestries, 
committee-rooms,  etc.  To  jiay  for  this,  as  also  to  liqui- 
date a  debt  of  about  four  thousand  dollars,  some  of  the 
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society's  pro])crty  was  sold  ;  tlic  cliiircli  voted  two  thou- 
sand dollars  from  its  funds,  and  yet  the  cost  of  the 
alteration  so  much  exceeded  first  estimates  as  still  to 
leave  a  debt  upon  the  society  of  some  seven  thousand 
dollars,  the  payment  of  which  having  only  been  ])rovided 
for  during  the  year  past. 

From  this  time,  as  appears  from  the  minutes  of  the 
Association,  the  church  declined  in  numbers  from  year  to 
year,  until  the  pastor  became  so  discouraged  as  to  predict 
that  in  five  years  Baldwin  Place  Church  would  be  among 
the  things  that  were,  and  not  among  the  things  that  are. 
The  drafts  upon  the  church  for  the  constitution  of  other 
churches,  the  mania  for  suburban  residences,  the  tide  of 
emigration  to  the  South  End,  together  with  the  impaired 
health  of  the  pastor,  all  tended  to  produce  this  diminu- 
tion, and  probably,  to  give  to  the  pastor's  mind  this 
discouraging  view.  Dr.  Stow  resigned  July  1,  1818. 
His  resignation,  together  with  the  removal  of  several  of 
the  members  with  him  to  the  Rowe  Street  Church,  pro- 
duced a  feeling  of  great  discouragement  in  the  minds 
of  many  of  the  members,  yet  still,  upon  the  whole,  hope 
was  predominant,  and  there  was,  by  the  help  of  God,  a 
determination  to  live. 

The  Rev.  Levi  Tucker,  then  pastor  of  the  Washington 
Street  Baptist  Church,  Buffalo,  at  the  invitation  of  the 
committee  of  supply,  came  and  preached  to  the  church 
two  Sabbaths.  His  preaching  being  very  acceptable, 
the  church  and  society  gave  him  a  call  to  become  their 
pastor,  which  he  accepted,  and  entered  upon  his  labors 
December  31,  1848.  In  a  very  short  time  things  began 
to  wear  a  cheerful  aspect.  The  house  was  Avell  filled 
with  attentive  hearers ;  sinners  began  to  inquire  what 
they  must  do  to  be  saved ;  the  baptismal  waters  were 
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frequently  disturbed ;  and  the  aggregate  number  of  the 
church,  from  year  to  year,  increased.  But  God,  whose 
ways  are  past  finding  out,  did  not  design  that  this  con- 
nection should  be  long  continued.  After  about  eighteen 
months  arduous  toil,  Mr.  Tucker's  health  began  to 
decline.  Relaxation  was  found  necessary,  but  this  did  not 
restore  him  ;  disease  had  fastened  upon  him,  in  the  midst 
of  which  he  was  called  to  suffer  most  keenly  from  afflic- 
tion in  his  family.  During  one  of  his  journeys  for  his 
health,  the  sad  news  reached  him  of  the  sudden  death 
of  his  beloved  companion.  He  came  home  to  bury  her  ; 
but  what  a  scene  was  here !  There  lay  the  inanimate 
remains  of  his  companion  in  labor ;  his  right  hand  in 
pastoral  duties  ; — 'there  were  his  five  motherless  children, 
one  an  infant  of  a  few  days  ;  around  him  were  a  weeping 
and  anxious  church ;  and  within  him  were  the  seeds  of 
mortal  disease.  It  was  too  much.  After  some  intermit- 
tent labor  of  a  few  months  he  resigned  his  charge  of  the 
church  September  1,  1852,  and  in  the  August  following, 
after  returning  from  a  foreign  tour,  his  spirit  took  its 
flight  to  God  who  gave  it,  and  his  body  was  brought  to 
Boston  and  placed  in  the  church  until  solemn  funeral 
services  were  performed,  then  conveyed  to  Woodlawn 
Cemetery,  and  deposited  by  the  side  of  his  wife,  in  a  lot 
owned  by  the  church  ;  there  to  sleep  until  the  resurrec- 
tion morn.  How  sad  to  think  of  that  lovely  family,  but 
a  short  time  since  among  us,  but  now  broken  up,  scat- 
tered, severed, — some  with  the  dead,  and  some  in  distant 
lands  !  But  such  are  some  of  the  deep  things  of  God, 
and  we  would  bow  and  say,  "  Thy  will,  O  God,  be 
done." 

The   present  pastor   commenced   his   labors   with  the 
church,  November  1,  1853. 
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Pr()l);il)ly  tlio  present  feelings  and  condition  of  the 
church  cannot  be  better  told  tlian  l)y  quotations  from  tlic 
last  letter  sent  to  the  Association.  Referring  to  the  past 
few  years  it  says  : — 

"  Changes  in  the  pastoral  relation ;  interruptions, 
through  illness,  to  pastoral  labor ;  vacancies  in  the  pas- 
toral office  ;  together  with  the  large  drafts  made  upon 
the  church  by  the  removal  of  members  ;  have  severely 
tried  its  strength.  Eut  to  the  praise  of  God's  infinite 
goodness  be  it  spoken,  that  though,  at  times,  it  may  have 
been  cast  down,  it  is  not  yet  destroyed  ;  though  often 
perplexed,  yet  it  was  never  in  despair ;  though,  at  times, 
thought  by  others  to  be  dying,  yet  still  it  lives  ;  and  as 
a  proof  that  it  possesses  a  large  amount  of  vitality,  we 
would,  witli  feelings  of  humble  gratitude  to  Jehovah, 
name  a  few  things  which  its  Divine  Head  has  enabled  it 
to  accomplish  during  the  past  Associational  year. 

"  Feeling  the  importance  of  knowing  its  real,  rather 
than  its  numerical  strength,  early  in  the  year,  the  church 
appointed  a  large  committee  of  inquiry,  charging  them 
with  the  work  of  finding,  if  possible,  the  present  resi- 
dence, and  spiritual  state  of  every  individual  on  the 
church  list,  about  which  such  information  was  needed. 
This  they  were  to  do,  first,  by  writing  to  members  at  a 
distance,  requesting  them  to  give  the  church  an  account 
of  their  spiritual  condition ;  so  that,  if  there  should  be 
no  impediment  in  the  way,  the  church  might  grant  them 
letters  of  dismission  to  churches  most  contiguous  to 
them  ;  second,  by  visiting  all  such  as  could  be  reached, 
who  were  delinquent  in  their  attendance  upon  the  means 
of  grace,  and  report  back  to  the  church  what  reasons 
they  assigned  for  such  neglect. 
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"  This  committee  took  up  their  work  promjDtly,  and 
pursued  it  steadily  until  they  had  done  all  that  seemed 
to  them  possible  for  the  present.  Their  labor  has 
resulted  in  leading  the  church  to  diminish  its  numbers 
by  dismissing  forty-two  of  its  members  to  the  fellowship 
of  other  churches,  and  excluding  eight  from  its  com- 
munion ;  nor  have  the  effects  of  this  work  terminated. 
The  church  expects  still  further,  and  perhaps,  very 
greatly,  to  decrease  its  numerical  strength,  before  it  can 
make  up  a  catalogue  of  known,  reliahle,  active,  living 
members. 

"  The  devotional  meetings  of  this  church  have  been 
well  sustained  ;  the  public  assemblies  have  been  greatly 
increased ;  the  Sabbath  School  and  Bible  Classes  have 
lost  none  of  their  interest.  God  has  blessed  the  preach- 
ing of  the  word  to  the  conversion  of  some  souls.  He 
has  given  to  our  female  city  missionary,  Mrs.  Miller, 
some  precious  fruit  to  reward  her  arduous  toil,  and  he 
has  not  suffered  the  teachers  of  the  Sabbath  School  to 
labor  in  vain.  Some  seventy-five  dollars  have  been 
expended  on  our  church  library,  and  more  than  a  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  for  the  Sabbath  School. 

"  In  January  last,  a  new  method  of  contributing  to  be- 
nevolent objects,  was  adopted,  which,  though  requiring  no 
time  for  soliciting  or  collecting  subscriptions,  is  likely, 
before  the  year  closes,  to  produce  about  three  thousand 
dollars. 

"  A  debt  of  about  $6,500  upon  the  meeting-house, 
which  had  for  many  years  been  a  burden  to  the  society, 
has  been  all  provided  for,  so  that  the  church  rejoices 
with  the  society  in  its  liberation  from  that  load,  as  also 
in  the  present  pleasant  condition  of  its  finances. 
6 
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"  A  larL^c  lot  owiu'd  by  the  churcli  in  Woodlawn  Ccm- 
ctcrv,  lias  just  been  enclosed  by  a  substantial  and  beau- 
tiful fence,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  five  hundred  dollars, 

"•  In  thus  rcvicwin<];  the  past,  and  notinj^  these  signs  of 
/i/V,  this  church  feels,  to-day,  impelled  to  raise  an 
Ebcnc/er  and  say,  '  Hitherto  the  Lord  hath  helped  us  ;' 
to  '  bless  his  name,  whose  mercy  cndurcth  forever,'  and, 
favored  with  the  presence  of  such  a  goodly  number  of 
brethren,  as  the  representatives  of  sister  churches,  like 
Paul  at  Appii  Forum  and  the  Three  Taverns,  it  thanks 
God  and  takes  courage  ;  and  though  diminished  by  large 
dismissions,  and  an  unusual  number  of  deaths — among 
the  latter,  our  beloved  brother  Dea.  Thomas  Shaw,  and 
several  aged  saints  ripe  for  glory — yet,  the  many  tokens 
of  Christ's  love,  induce  the  conviction  that  Baldwin 
Place  Church,  though  still  in  the  inhospitable  clime 
of  the  North,  iciU  live  many,  many  years,  and  share 
very  largely  of  the  goodness  of  God  in  the  land  of 
the  living."

The  request  is  made  that  each  person  set  down  on 
each  card  what  he  will  give  during  the  year,  and  to  what 
objects.  Two  Sabbaths  from  this  time  the  collection- 
boxes  are  passed  to  receive  from  each  2>crson  one  of  these 
cards.  These  are  taken  and  copied  in  alphabetical  order 
into  a  book  ruled  for  that  purpose  ;  then,  on  the  Sab- 
bath designated  on  the  card  for  that  purpose,  each  sub- 
scription is  collected,  each  subscriber  enclosing  the 
amount  of  his  subscription  in  a  wrapper,  writing  his 
name  upon  it,  and  depositing  it  in  the  collection-box 
which  is  passed  for  that  purpose.  On  the  morning  of 
the  day  of  each  collection  the  pastor  usually  preaches 
upon  the  subject,  giving  such  information  as  should  be 
furnished,  stating  the  necessities  of  each  society,  etc. 
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All  opportunity  is  always  given,  at  each  collection,  lor 
persons  to  increase  their  subscriptions,  if  they  choose, 
and  for  those  to  t^ivo  who  liave  not  subscribed,  or  for 
strangers  to  put  in  their  loose  change.  This  mode  is 
found  to  possess  many  advantages.  Among  others,  we 
may  name — 

1.  A  great  saving  of  time  and  labor  in  soliciting  and 
collecting  subscriptions. 

2.  It  affords  the  pastor  peculiar  facilities  for  cultivat- 
ing in  his  people  the  grace  of  Benevolence,  by  his  being 
expected  to  appeal  to  it  so  many  times  a  year. 

3.  The  saving  of  all  the  time  and  expense  of  general 
agencies. 

4.  The  ])eriodical  regularity  of  the  church's  donations 
to  the  varied  objects  of  benevolence. 

5.  A  larger  amount  of  money  than  can  be  obtained  ill 
any  other  way. 

6.  The  case  with  which  it  accommodates  itself  to  the 
operations  of  any  benevolent  society  in  the  church.

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RESOLUTIONS 

ADOPTED    SEPTEMBER    26,    1827,    AND    ORDERED    TO    BE   INSERTED. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  this 
Church,  who  may  remove  from  the  city,  to  any  place  where  a  regu- 
lar Baptist  Church  exists,  and  who  may  expect  to  return  to  the  city 
within  a  year  or  two,  to  carry  and  present  to  that  church  a  letter 
of  recommendation  to  occasional  communion  ;  and  it  shall  more- 
over be  the  duty  of  such  member  to  give  information  of  his  or  her 
residence  and  spiritual  condition  to  this  church,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  August,  in  every  year. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  a  member  shall  remove  from  the  city,  to 
be  absent  for  several  years,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  member  to 
obtain  a  letter  of  dismission  to  some  regular  Baptist  Church  in  the 
neighborhood  ;  and  if  there  shall  be  none,  within  a  convenient 
distance,  he  or  she  shall  give  such  yearly  notice  to  this  church,  as 
is  required  in  the  preceding  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  if  a  member  shall  be  absent  from  this  church  for 
several  years,  without  giving  any  notice,  his  or  her  name  shall  be 
erased  from  the  list  of  members,  at  the  discretion  of  the  church. 


Things  to  which  Particular  Notice  is  Requested. 

1st.  It  is  desirable  that  every  individual  who  belongs  to  the 
Church  of  Christ,  should  be  specially  connected  with  that  church 
where  he  can  make  the  most  of  himself  for  the  cause,  and  can  be 
most  effectually  employed  for  the  same  purpose. 

2d.  To  this  end,  as  a  general  thing,  members  should  connect 
themselves  with  that  Baptist  Church  where  they  most  frequently 
worship. 

3d.  If,  for  any  reason,  persons  wish  to  retain  their  membership 
in  this  church,  for  any  length  of  time  after  they  have  removed  to 
an  inconvenient  distance  for  attending  on  its  worship,  still  let  them 
not  neglect  to  keep  the  pastor  informed  yearly  of  their  place  of  res- 
idence and  state  of  mind,  nor  let  them  cease  to  aid,  by  their  pecu- 
niary contributions,  the  finances  and  benevolence  of  the  church,  so 
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long  as  they  retain  their  raerabersliip  with  it.  Surely  if  it  is  a 
privilege  to  belong  to  this  church,  it  is  a  privilege  that  is  worth  this 
much,  at  least.  It  is  hoped  that  no  member  of  this  church  will 
make  their  love  to  the  church  and  distance  from  it  a  pretence  for 
escaping  church  responsibilities  and  church  duties,  neither  connect- 
ing themselves  with  the  church  where  they  can  work,  nor  aiding 
that  which  they  profess  to  love  so  much. 

4th.  Should  any  member  change  his  place  of  residence,  he  is 
requested  to  inform  the  pastor  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter. 

5th.  If  any  one  should  learn  the  residence  of  any  of  those 
whose  residence  is  now  unknown,  he  would  do  a  good  deed  by 
informing  the  pastor.
